Rescuing Stranded Fishes. 


In reply to a letter of complaint pub- 


lished in Forest and Stream the United 
States fish commissioners give an ex- 
planation of their apparent neglect of 
the-fishin the upper Mississippi. The 
complainant says in his letter that while 
on the river between Dubuque and St. 
Louis he saw tons of black bass and 
great northern pike rotting in shallow 
pools, wherein they had been left by the 
falling of the river, and asks why the 
fiaVi Commission does not scoop them up 
and transport them to safer waters, 


In 1888, say the commissioners, tvro 


cars of the commission were lent'to the 
Illinois commissioners, together with tne 
necessary number of men, for the pur- 
pose of rescuing the fish left in the pools 
along the river. From July 15 to Oct. 6 
twenty-six carloads of fish were rescued 
and transported to Illinois waters. In 
1889 two ears were used, and in 1890 
three. The fish deposited were from 4 
to 14 inches long. 


Since then the government has been 


actively engaged in the work on a large 
scale, and has rescued many millions of 
valuable food fishes. The commission- 
ers say that all states subject to any con- 
siderable mortality of fish life should 
take steps immediately to rescue the fish. 


An English, Blander, 


There was an amusing literary blun- 


der in the leading article of an "evening 
contemporary" recently. It was a com- 
munistic robbing of Peter to pay Paul, 
which was the more astonishing in such 
an unexceptionably Tory quarter.

.Steering by Electiiclty. 


The excellent electrical device for giv- 


ing an alarm when a ship deviates from 
her course, which was the subject of a 
recent invention, is being adopted on a 
large number of American ships. The 
compass card carries a light wire elec- 
trically connected with a metallic cup at 
the center containing » few drops of 
mercury. This wire is bent over the 
edge of the compass, and as long as the 
ship maintains its course the wire re- 
mains out of contact with either of two 
metallic stops placed at a certain dis- 
tance on either side of the bent end of 
the wire. Should, however, the vessel 
depart from its course the wire fixed to 
the card is brought into contact with one 
or other of the stops, closing the circuit, 
and ringing a bell in the captain's cabin 
or the navigator's room.— New t York 
Commercial Advertiser.

INCUMBBltED FARMS. 


The count of farm and home transcripts 


made in accordance with the mortgage 
clause of the Census Act has been com- 
pleted by the Census office. Enumer- 
ators returned 3,419,930 farms and homes 
occupied by owners which were incum- 
bered by mortgages. This includes some 
farms, about which the enumerators 
made no report and which belong paitly 
to the class of hired, partlyto the class 
owned free and partlyto the class owned 
and incumbered. Until this unknown 
quantity, due to the carelessness of enu- 
merators, is eliminated, it may be re- 
garded as approximately true that 3,250,- 
000 of the 13,500,000 families of the 
United States occupy incumbered farms 
and homes, and that 10,350,000 families 
occupy farms and homss either hired or 
owned free. 


Results indicate that the average debt 


of a farm in Iowa is $ 1,388; for a home 
without farm, $119. If these averages 
hold good for the Union,'the incum- 
brance on farms and homes of the United 
States, occupied by owners, is about 
.$3,563,000,000. 


These figures show why farming is not 


so popular in the United States as it 
once was. Early in the cectury about 
seven-eighths of the people of the United 
States lived on farms, while at the pres- 
ent time only about half the population 
is engaged in farming pursuits. The 
reason is that farming is less profitable 
than other pursuits, and the great agii- 
cultural States of the West, whose sur- 
plus products keep the balance of trade 
in favor of the United States, are moil- 
gaged to the East, which produces noth- 
ing for export, but becomes rich by hav- 
ing tho exclusive right to supply the 
farmers of the West with manufactured 
articles. 


The farmer produces nothing that is 


benefltted by a high tariff, as the prices 
which he receives for his grain and pork 
are fixed in Europe, while the manu- 
facturer, protected from all outside com- 
petition, makes the farmer pay the prices 
fixed by trusts for everything used on the 
furin, that it does not produce; though 
the law which gives the East such advan- 
tages, to use the language of Mr. Elaine, 
" does not make a market for one more 
bushel of wheat or barrel of pork."

WHY EBHABT RESIGNED. 


Collector Joel B. Erhardt of New 


York, whose resignation takes effect to- 
day, 
tells why he resigned the 
office 


which caused a split in the Republican 
patty in New York and led Conkling to 
call President Arthur "the prize os of 
American politics." lie aays: 


"I have resigned because the Collector 


has been reduced to a position where he 
is no longer an independent officer, with 
authority commensurate, with his re- 
sponsibility. 
I have given bonds for 


$300,000. I have received tor the Gov- 
ernment during twenty mouths last past 
$333,607,163, and for a short time was 
personally responsible for enormous val- 
ues in money and merchandise. My 
duties are necessarily performed through 
about 1.500 employees. I am not will- 
ing to continue to bo responsible for 
their conduct unless I can have proper 
authority over them. 
The recent policy 


of the Treasury Department has been to 
control tho details of the customs admin- 
istration at the port of New York from 
Washington, at the dictation of a private 
individual having no official responsi- 
bility. The Collector is thus practically 
deprived of power, while ho is loft sub- 
ject to all responsibility. The office is 
no longer independent and I am. There- 
fore we have separated." 


Reciprocity With Spain. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, July 
30.—The 
Spanish 


reeiprooity treaty and diplomatic corre- 
spondence pertaining thereto was made 
public to-day, the President issuing a 
proclamation announcing the full text ol 
the treaty. It was made pursuant to the 
last tariff »ot with a view of securing a re- 
ciprocal trade by reason of exemption from 
"duty on sugar, molasses coffee and hides 
upon their Importation in the United 
States." Under the terms of the treaty a 
large number of articles will be admitted 
free under temporary arrangement, from 
September 1, 1891 lo July 1, 1892. 
After 


that a new list will be substituted of free 
articles. The list of articles on which the 
duty is reduced, is generally 25 per cent. 
The doty on wheat will be 30 cents per 
hnndred kilograms; canned salmon free. 
Fruits, dried and preserved, except raisins 
to be admitted free, both under temporary 
and permanent schedule. 
Wheat and 


wheat flour to be admitted biter January 
1, 1892, on payment of a duty of 30 cenlB 
and one dollar respectively per hundred 
kilos. 


ICaUronil Accident. 


Special to the Journal. 


B8W,A»*, O., July 31—The passenger 


train of the Bellaire, Fanesville & Cincin- 
nati Narrow Gauge railroad left the track 
three miles south of here, two cars being 
overturned and dragged some distance, 
Seventy passengers were on the train and 
tb» two oars were tnrned over. Plenty of 
assistance was soon at hand. It was fonnd 
that fourteen people had been injured, four 
seriously and one fatally. The train waa 
running thirty-five miles aujhonr and as it 
reached a carve the cars were noticed to

He has invented a 
dynamo machine which was brought ont 
by the United States Electric Lighting 
Company, and a number of impioved elec- 
tric lamps. The incandescent lamp which 
bears his name, has its carbon strip in the 
form Ot the letter M, The Maxim lamp 


has the advantage over many others that 
it can be used •with a powerful or a weak 
onrrent, to prodnoe either a bright or a 
more moderate light. He ia now turning 
bis attention to aerial navigation and as- 
serts that it will be an established fact in 
the near future. This corning from a man 
of Maxim's reputation and standing is en- 
titled to b°nef. His air ship is a huge 
kite ol BiiU 'o which hangs a platform car- 
rying the engine and screw propellers, 
which it ia to move, and force the kite 
through the air. Besides being able to voy- 
age in the ship it mil be a formidable en 
gine of war, as it can drop dynamite into a 
city and thus destroy it without difficulty. 
Forts and armies would thus be useless. 
The principle of Mr. Maxim's air ship is 
that of the movement of a bird's wings 
while flying. Mr. Maxim is a heavily 
bailt man with a very determined and self- 
reliant manner. He is a member of the 
firm of Masim & Noidenfcldt. His part- 
ner is the inventor of the deadly weapon of 
warfare'that bears his name. 


THE BRIDGEPORT HORROR. 


Colonel Hopkins' Investigation—A Re- 


volting Spectacle tor a Civilized Com- 
munity. 
Colonel Hopkins, who was deputed by 


the United States District Court to inquire 
into the Indian-Chinese horror which lately 
occurred at Bridgeport, Mono county, Cal., 
in conversation with a Carson Tribune 
reporter, stated that tbe circumstances of 
the tragedy were so revolting that he 
scarcely knew how to give expression eon- 
earning them. It appears that the China- 
man who murdered the Indian, cot him to 
pieces and threw him in the river, was hav- 
ing a hearing before the Justice of the 
Peace, when seven Indians gathered at the 
Court-house and demanded him, ai they 
had previously done of tbe Sheriff. 
Tbat 


the Justice, ignorant of his dnty in tbe 
premises, instead of binding the murderer 
to appear belore the Grand Jury, permitted 
him to leave the Court-room without guard 
knowing tbat the Indians were around the 
building ready to seize the Chinaman, and 
the consequence was that as soon as 
he appeared, they grabbed him 
and 


dragged the wretch along the 
main 


street to the river banks, the horrible 
and despairing cries of the victim ringing 
in the ears of all within hearing, an<! 
although a crowd of white men were pres- 
ent no arm was raised to stop the awful 
work, but on the contrary the Indians 
seemed to receive encouragement. 
As 


soon as the end of Main street was reached 
the murderers out off the hands of their 
victim, then the legs and finally the head, 
ripped the stomach open, tore ont tbe 
heart and entrails and threw them around 
the rcutilated remains, all the while shout- 
ing and yelling like fiendd. 


"For an enlightened populaoe," said 


the Colonel, " tbe whole affair was a scan- 
daloaa affair and a disgrace to the town 
and its inhabitants which can never be 
effaced, for although tbe Chinnman was 
guilty of a diabolical crime, the law of tbe 
United States was bound to pro'ect htm 
from the summary punishment by a bar- 
barous tribe." Colonel Hopkins bas all 
the details of the awful proceeding, which 
he will present to theJJ. 8. authoring. 


SURVEYED I.AKD9. 


Nevada Ignored by the Land Commis- 


sioner. 


The Central Nevadan says: 
"The apportionment ol the Congres- 


sional appropriation for surveys of public 
lauds was recently made by tbe Commis- 
sioner and Nevada ignored. This is un 
just when we consider that our adjoining 
States, Idaho and Oregon, received large 
amounts and their lands are of the same 
character and settlers no more numerous. 
The only recourse left for the settlers is 
for them to write to the Surveyor General 
at Beno and set forth tbe fact tbat they are 
living npon nnsurveyed lands, stating 
about what improvements they have made, 
together with approximate amount of land 
improved and susceptible of cultivation. 
The Surveyor General will endeavor to get 
an order for survey, that the settlers may 
be enabled to get title to their homes,"

the Biblical injunction, "Dost thou art,' 
and to dust thou shalt return." For the 
last fifty years the "Bad Land," lying 
seventy-five miles to the southeast of the 
little city above mentioned, has been the 
wonderland of America, it being a.local- 
ity unequalled in the world as a recep- 
tacle for petrefactions of animate of 
both the land and water kind.
